E. Wilson, of the State 


University, lectured in the schoolhouse 
Saturday afternoon and In the*M. E. 
church the same evening. Both '\ere

The subject of the afternoon lecture 


v, ;-s "Sulphuric Acid" and one of cspe- 
cia' Interest to the punlln rf the high 
school chemistry class. 


P-of. \Viison gave a detailed de- 


scription of the manufacture of sul- 
phuric? ac-id from the time the material 
Is placed in the retorts until It comes 
from the plant. Strong acid was thor- 
oughly explained by means of slides, 
making clear every step. 


Prof. Wilson was for two years con- 


nected with the Standard Oil Com- 
pany's sulphuric acid plant in New Jer- 
sey, so he spoke from the standpoint 
of actual experience. The slides used 
in illustrating the lecture were works 
of art and were prepared at the plants 
by Prof. Wilson. 


He explained why certain material 


only can be used tn the manufacture of 
the acid, also how the plant is kept 
In repair, and gave a very clear de- 
scription of the manufactory In gen- 
rral. 


The pupils were well able to follow 


Prof. "Wilson's address and were highly 
pleased with what they saw and heard. 


The evening lecture drew a large au- 


dience to the M. E. church, and all 
were well pleased with his very inter- 
esting talk on "The Nevada State Uni- 
versity." 


The lecture \\as preceded by a short 


musical program, including choruses 
by high school girls and a beautiful 
vocal solo by Mrs. F. M. Lee. Rev. 
Edson made a few Introductory re- 
marks. 


We are able to give but a brief syn- 


opsis of Prof. Wilson's lecture. 
He 


ga-\e the history of the State Univer- 
sity from the time of its establishment 
at Elko. The university is now recog- 
nized by Harvard, Tale, University of 
Chicago, Berkeley and Stanford. 
It 


has thirty-five regular professors and 
instructors and is attended by about 
300 students. 
The different depart- 


ments were normal, commercial, prep- 
aratory, mining, mechanics, domestic 
sciences, ancient and modern langu- 


es. English history, preparatory me- 


dicine, agriculture and others, there 
being a speciajist fo- each department. 


Stereoptleon \iews were presented. 
o^ ing thf ele* en buildings and the 


uses to which each is devoted. The lec- 
ture not only called attention to the 
valuable points of the different build- 
ings, but explained their several de- 
fects. 
The lecture was a veritable 


fund of Information on the subject 
and all left feeling that they had been 
put in touch with the university. 


The series of lectures given 
here 


will certainly be of 'the greatest value 
to the school, and the utmost credit Is 
due Pilnclpai Winfrey for his enter- 
prise In arranging for the course. —

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CANADIAN ANNEXATION 


and with that end in view I have Introduced a resolution 
in the house requesting the President to ascertain if Great 
Britain would consent to dispose of all or part of Canada. 


"This country lies right at our doors; the characteris- 


tics of its people are similar to ours, and. If acquired and 
opened up to settlement under the protection of the Amer- 
ican flag, wholesome a'nd satisfactory expansion would re- 
sult. 


"The 
available land In the United States is being rap- 


idly taken up. As our population increases some provis- 
ion ought to be made for its accommodation. 


"My resolution provides that the President be request- 


ed to learn and advise congress on what terms, honorable 
to both nations and satisfactory to the territory to be pri- 
marily affected. Great Britain would consent to cede all 
or any .part of the territory lying north of and adjoining 
the United States. 


"It further provides that this territory be formed In 


due time into one or more States and admitted into the 
Cmon on equality with the other States. The inhabitants 
thereof. In the meantime, are to enjoy all the privileges 
and immunities guaranteed by the Federal Constitution." 


It Is a fact that American farmers are going into Can- 


ada and taking up land in Increasing numbers and that 
American capitalists, according to eastern papers, are ev- 
ery year in\esting more money In Canadian properties. 
With reciprocal Immigiation between the United States 
and Canada, there will come a better knowledge and more 
appreciation among these people toward one another and 
Canadian sentiment in fat or of annexation may change 
\ery much within a short time. England would not now 
consent to part with that territory, but when Canada gets 
ready to come into the United States and this country Is 
ready to receive her, what England says will make little 
difference. 
It may be well to serve notice on England, 


b) the adoption of this resolution at the next session of 
congress, that the United States has the subject under 
serious consideration.

HE purity of elections bill, introduced by Assemblyman 


Griffln of this county, is a very comprehensive one, 


and In the main it seems to be a good one. The trouble 
with it is that it was not introduced early enough In the 
session to secure for it the consideration which it requir- 
ed and deserved—this through no fault of Mr. Griffin's 
who introduced It at the earliest practicable time. 
But 


the bill covers a great deal of ground, and a clear under- 
standing of its many provisions requires much careful 
and intelligent thought. The legislature has not seen its 
way clear to take up the measure and enact it into law. 


It is certain,,though, that some law should be enacted 


which will suplement existing law and in a degree, if not 
entirely, prevent the corrupt practices which are a dis- 
grace to our electoral system. The fusion party owes it 
to itself to make an earnest effort on this line. If the 
Griffln bill is too -\ olummous and cumbersome to be passed 
at this stage of the session, let some briefer measure which 
strikes at the \ery heart of the worst evils be taken up and 
passed. There is no danger of any such measure Injuring 
the honest \oter 
Briberj in any form is wrong and a dis- 


grace to our Republican institutions. It Is hard to Imagine 
i.ny law Intended to present it that can fairly be consider- 
ed too drastic. 


The Journil understands that Mr. Griffin has pieparert 


and offered a briefer bill than his first one which he hopes 
to ha\e reported by the Judiciary committee as a substi- 
tute for Assembly bill No. 82. The text of the bil has not 
reached us, but the framers heart Is \eiy much in the sub- 
jeet and it is safe to say that howe\er incomplete It may 
be, it is drawn on right lines and is deserving of caieful 
consideration. There Is time enough to enact it If It needs 
amending, and pass it in some suitable form.
